Residents Urged. 
To Take 
Flu Shots Now 


Dr. Robert T. McMahon, Al-| 
bany health officer, has urged 
residents, particularly those of 
three groups listed below, to ob- 
tain immunization against influ- 
enza, which is expected to hit 
hard in California this year. 

Those advised to have the 
shots at their earliest conven 
ience are persons of all ages who 
suffer from heart lung ail- 
ments, pregnant women, and all 
persons over’65 years of age, the 
health officer said. 

A mass immunization of city 
and school personnel is planned. 

It is advised that breadwinners 


or 


and those in vital occupations 
avail themselves of the protec- 
tion. 

Public health authorities base 


their prediction of a possible epi- 
demie on the fact that Asian Flu 
comes in two and three year 
eycles, and that we are overdue 
for Type B flu outbreaks, which 
come in four to six year cycles. 
Asian flu has been dormant here 
since March, 1960, and it has 
been more than six years since 
there was much Type B flu in 
this country. 

Immunization should be admin- 
istered as soon after September 
1 as possible and no later than 
January 1, the Albany health of- 
ficer said.
